Trees and 
shrubs growing in the open country 
draw their moisture from the’ sub- 
soil stored by the rains, but trees 
on roofs have to. be watered arti- 
fictally, and it is a great help if thie 
soil can hold moisture. 


WIND TO BE MET 


Another factor in designing and 
constracting a, roof garden is the 
high wind encountered. Large 
trees, in addition to requiring 
nearly a ton of soil to keep them 
alive, also need to be secured by 
stee] cables, if they are to with- 


stand the big wind pressure to be 


found in London at these high 
levels. 


The chief enemy of the roof gar- 
den, however, .i8 unquestionably 
fog. In American cities, where 
very little coal is used, the roof 
gardens are perfect riots of colour, 
and many plants are used in their 
construction that would be abso- 
lutely out of-the question in Lon- 
don. It is consoling to observe, 
however, that fog in London is 
gradually abating, due probably to 
the decrenee in the consumption of 
coal. If this improvement con- 
tinues, there is no reason why the 
roof gardens of London could not

ANTI-PIRACY 
PATROLS 


The question of the utility of 


the British naval anti-piracy 
patrols in the Bias Bay region 
was raised in a special article 
which appeared in yesterday’s 
Telegraph setting forth the cost 
of the service and its: relative 
ineffectiveness under the exist- 
ing stheme of organisation. The 
main facts set out in the article 
were that during a period of 
seven years the patrols have 
cost well over £20,000; that in 
over thirty piracies occurring 
during that time the pirates were 
able to land their loot and escape 
capture; and that circumstances 
are such, both in regard to re- 
sistanee by pirated vessels and 
in the matter of the vexed ques- 
tion as to when action by patroll- 
ing warships is justified, as to 
throw serious doubt on the value 
of the present service. The 
main item. of cost incurred -. is 
that relating to fuel consump- 
tion, caused by the fact that the 
vessels engaged in ,the service 
have to keep up a daily patrol 
over an eighty-mile areas and it 
is contended, with some show of 
reason, that this money might 
be put to better purpose if the 
patrol ships were to anchor in 
some convenient bay, there to be 
ready for emergency calls when 
they happen to be sent out. The 
distance of Hongkong from the 
extreme limits of the piracy zone 
would make {t imprudent for, 
warships assigned to anti-piracy 
work to remain moored in our 
harbour, since the time factor 
would be important in the event 
of an §.0,8. being received from 
a point far removed from the 
Colony. “A_ thought which na- 
turally suggests itself is that, 
even were these eraft stationed 
in the heart of the zone, the old 
problem would remain of what 
action should be taken when a 
pirated ship is encountered. 
‘This, in view of past threats by 
pirates in control of ‘such a 
vessel, is a ticklish question; yel 
it can hardly be doubted that 
the presence of warships within 
the zone must exercise a re- 
straining effect on the pirates. 
A mutter of more immediate 
concern is the ban which is at 
present placed on the landing of 
armed parties on Chinese terri- 
tory. The Chinese authorities 
have on many occasions express- 
ed their desire for co-operation 
‘lin anti-piracy work, and it does 
seem that steps of real practical, 
value could be taken if they 
would consent to an arrange- 
ment under which‘ pursuit of de- 
camping pirates by British land- 
ing partios were permitted, . The 
very fact, which must be well 
known to the pirates, that under 
Present conditions they need 
fear no such action, of itself en- 
courages -the commission. of 
piratical acts, On.the question 
of the better use of. the moncy 
spent on fuel consumption, opin- 
ions may differ,.but something 
can be said for, the suggestions

TAKE YOUR CHOICE - 


Power politica or a collective 
Peace ayeter? “Such are tho alter- 
nativea facing the world, according 
to Mr. Anthony Eden, Britain's 
Minister for League of Nations 
Affairs, in o atriking specch in 
London recently. Mr. Eden did 
not define the phrase “power poli- 
tics,” but he undoubtedly meant it 
to convey condemnation of the use 
of armed force, or a.threat of arm- 
ed force, to gain-a political end 
regardless of tho rights either of 
the case in dispute or of other peo- 
ple. It is on the mornl side that 
power politics mainly differs from 
a collective peace syatcm. For, ‘as 
Mr, Eden indicated,’ n collective 
Pence system involves building up 
“an overwhelming potential force” 
as. “the only sure defence against 
war.” The only practical form in 
which such a system exists to-day, 
he went on, is, the League of Na- 
tions. Membership of that body 
he regards as “a privilege each 
nation should. be proud to assume,” 
adding that if any nation fears for 
.its security, then “its best course 
js to take Sts place in the League 
and thereby obtain the benefit of 
collective security.” 


OBLIGATIONS _ 


Mri Eden's thesis that there must 
be an overwhelming potential force 
behind the Inw to restrain any 
potential law-breaker js an axiom 
that biises every national police 
foree and civilised government. 
Every citizen has a wider obligation 
than merely to submit himself, and 
his own ‘quarfels to proper pro- 
cesses of lnw. If the sad necessity 
should arise, he is also charged with 
the duty of preventing others from 
secking to be a Iaw unto 
selves. Thus it is the collectivity 
of citizens and not merely their 
delegates, the police and , armed 
forces, who in the last resort are 
responsible for Iuw and order. 
Two questions inevitably arise out 
of Mr. Eden's call for a collective 
Peace system: Is ‘the League pre- 
pared to listen to complaints and 
to remedy any that are found to be 
justified? And if sv, are the com- 
plainants ready to accept «the 
League’s decision if it goes against 
their preconceived ideas of what 
that decision ought to be? To both 
questions, the answer to-day is in 
the negative. This of course does 
not mean that the world should sit 
back wringing its hands and refuse 
to get on with the job of organis- 
ing « collective peace system. On 
the contrary, it is atime for re- 
doubled efforts, for aa’ Mr. Eden 
justly remarks, the only sure way 
of keeping out of a great war is 
“to prevent it’. But ‘to provide 
“overwhelming potential force’ on 
the side of peace is only one half 
of war prevention, .The other half 
is unerring potential justice for 
every dispute, present and future, 
that disturbs the harmony which 
should be normal in.all human rela- 
tionships.

SUPREME COURT OF TASTE 
At the montent, when F 
celebrating the  three-hundredth 
anniversary of her renowned 
Academy, it is not surprising: that 
the question should have been rais- 
ed whether Britain would not do 
well to establish an institution for 
herself, which, like. the Academy, 
would elect into membership the 
forty most eminent contemporary 
writers, to act as nrbiters of taste 
and judgment in matlers of lan- 
guage and literature. The iden of 
a nationnl Academy in England 
is not, of course, new. A proposal 
for one in London was seriously 
considered in 1616, when Ben Jon- 
son, the dramatist friend of Shake- 
sperre, and Michael Drayton, the 
poet, were suggested us two of the 
original members. Bat the, plan 
came to nothing, In the eighteenth 
century academics were set up in 
Boston und Philadelphia. There 
have also been academies jn other 
European countries, but, famous as 
some of them became, none hus 
achieved anything like the celebrity 
of the great French Academy, 
whose tercentenury js now being 
eelebrated, Opponents of — the. 
Academy are fond of tnslsting that 
many. famous writers, including 
seuu, Balzac and Moliere, 
ver succeeded in gaining election 
to it, deducing therefrom that it is 
a conservative and slow-moving 
body. But,’ ns Matthew Arnold 
long ago recognised, its services in 
keeping the French Jangunge pure 
and fogical, largely through its 
xreat dictionary, and in setting up 
a standard of taste and good breed- 
ing, have had an excellent effect 
upon the general body of French 
literature, preserving it from ex- 
travagance and vulgarity, Whet- 
her the individualistic Anglo-Saxon 
temperament, which has

-BRITAIN’S. FIRST 
AIR ARMY ~ 


By RUSSELL STANNARD 
In the Daily Mail’ 


HIS week is the twenty-first 
anniversary of the first con- 
centration camp of a British army 
of the air. : ; 
In Juno 1914 The Daily Mail 
sent mo to Salisbury Plain, where, 
in sight of Stonehenge, the scene 
of ancient ancrifice, were the eighty 
acroplanes, one hundred pilots, and 
about three hundred mechanica, 
who Jargely constituted, with the 
exception ofa small number of 
machines attached to the Navy, our 
sole air force, then known as the 
Royal Flying Corps. J 
These pioneer men and machines, 
brought together for the first time, 
were in numbers grossly inferior to 
the German and French flying ser- 
vices. . ms 
The only people tn this country 
who thought seriously about the 
imminent possibility of air war- 
fare, and indeed of any kind of 
war involving huge armies in 2 
world conflict, were a handful of 
so-called alarmists. The Daily Mail 
then, as now, repeatedly warned the 
nation that our unpreparedness for 
War was a mednace to pence. 


“. ° ° 

Within two months of my visit 
that little air force was in France 
and Belgium, flying over the ad- 
yance bodies of the mightiest army 
the world had ever seen, and that 
nucleus of young British airmen 
was destined to grow, even while it 
fought, into incompirably the finest 
alr power in the world war, When 
peace came it was reduced to a 
position of hopeless inferiority In 
numbers. 

I was received with exceptional 
cordiality, because ‘the newspaper I 
represented was the only powerful 
advocate the flying pioneers had In 
those days. . In command was tt 
type of officer new to me—an Eng- 
lish man of science in’ uniform, 
tall, distinguished, unassuming, 
with the face of a thinker. He was 
thirty years of age. 

‘In his little tent we discussed the 
possibilities of war in the air, It 
all seemed highly imaginative and 
unreal. There had never been any 
fighting in the air, What would 
happen when two airmen began 
shooting at cach other with pistols, 
rifles, machine-guns, or any weapon 
that was handiest in those condl- 
tions? ‘ .: 


What would happen’ when‘ two 
opposing forces met in the air with 
scores of machines Involved? What 
formation would “they. , adopt? 
What reliance could corps comman- 
ders ‘place on reports and photo- 
graphs of enemy movements 
brought in by the airmen?,. - 
Nobody knew. a 

When war began on the western 
front there was not one ueroplaine 
fitted with a machine-gun, although 
we had been éxperimenting with 
them. When our men’ met the 
enemy, pilots and observers fired 
away with whatever weapon they 
happened to have, including pistols, 
shotguns, and.cven hand grenades. 


| Likewise the Germans. 


This officer with whom [ talked is 
now Major-General Sir Frederick 
Sykes, Chief of the Air Staff in 
1918, the following year Controller- 
General of Civil Aviation, and sub- 
sequently Governor of Bombay. 
He married the daughter, of Mr. 
‘Bonar Law, ‘ 

The crank and file were drawn 
from the’ skilled trudes—motor 
engineers, chauffeurs, tinsmiths, 


enrpentera; most of them were fully 
aware that they wore tuking part 
in a great military experiment.

One day several machines went 
up and dropped dummy . bombs..

T had first-hand experiences’ of 
our unpreparedness for air warfare 
at home during the first few 
montha following August 4, 1914, 
when the bulk of that little band 
of pilots and machines was in 
France. 

At an East Coast port where I 
was siationed I rang up the com- 
mander of a naval air station and 
told him that ‘there was news of 
a Zeppelin on its way, The dan- 
gers of attacks from airships were 
not taken seriously by many people. 
What chance would those huge, un- 
wieldy ygasbags have against our 
sunfire and our aeroplanes? 

That commander was not of that 
opinion. Incidentally he was ex- 
tremely obliged to me for ringing 
him up. . Agitatedly . . . would I 
Please Ict him hive any further 
news? . . The intelligence or- 
ganisation at this lime was so 
limited that The Daily Mail fre- 
quently had news of the movements 
of enemy, aireraft before our own 
authorities could inform the various 
defences. The commander — pro- 
ceeded to tell me In bitter accents 
that he would not be able to do uny- 
thing If the Zepp did arrive. 

It could spend all day -over the 
town. His seaplanes were of not 
the slightest use... . Fortunately, 
the--Zepp-did-not- come- until -six 
months after.’ te 

Later I was sent to another port 
of greater strategic importance, 
where there were bodies of troops 
as well as warships. I had a tele- 
phone at my bedside in an hotel, 
so that the London office could give 
me immediate warning of any news 
of enemy aircraft. 

I promised one of the military 
oflicurs in command there: to give 
him warning during the night 
should there be any possibility of 
an air attack, so that he could take 
some precautions {to protect his 
men... . That was what our pre- 
paredness was like in’ the carly 
months of the war. i

The vast mobilisation 
of boy polleemen way exccuted as 
n “tert of discipline’ by the “Hitler 
Youth,” junlor Storm Troops. 

Brown-uniformed boys stood 
watch on every highway and made 
“domiciliary visita" In all of Ger- 
many’s famous Jugendherberge or 
trampera’ overnight shelters. They 
demanded of all walkers a detailed 
necount of their identity and of the 
extent and nature of their wock- 
end expedition. * Since the Hitler 
Youth “inspectors” possessed’ no 
legal credentials themselves for 
their work, regular police were 
forcad to intervene repeatedly and 
restore order. 


Special orders for the day were 
issued by the Reich lender, Baldur 
von Schirach, “During this first 
cheek up," reads the erder, “we 
must not use too much foree. 
Natlon-wide patrol duty must be 
enrried out without a single —in- 
cident, 80 that we may impreas the 
regular, police with our usefulness, 
In case stubborn resistance is met, 
however, the local police should be 
summoned at once, so they may 
interfere on. behalf of the ‘fitter’

The roof garden has come 
to stay, and the future will: rec 
tremendous developments fh that 
direction. 


At the present time all our Jand- 
ing hotels, and many other build- 
{ngs have roof gardens. It is only 
a matter of time before every build- 
ing of any. Importance will possess 
one, The garden serves many pur- 
poses. Jt brings a breath’ of the 
country into the murk of a foggy 
city; ft provides recreation, and it 


‘fan distinct ornament to any build- 


ing. 


But the difficulties in the way 
of the roof garden constructor are 
many. To the average man it 
acems a aimple matter to plant a 
few trees and shruba on a roof, 
and possibly lay a few fect of turf. 
He forgets, however, that the treca 
will not'live unless they are rooted 
fn the right depth of soil, and that 
roof conditions are not always 
ideal for plant life. : 


As adgquate depth of soil is the 
firat consideration of the designer, 
and this is a problem in’ itself. 
For a atart he must remember that 
the welght of the soil throws a 
great strain on the roof, and ‘con- 
sequently he cannot lay the soil 
where it would show to best advan- 
tage, but must consider at what 
points the roof cun‘best stand the 
strain, Then the transport of soil 
from the street level to a height of 
many hundreds of feet is no ensy 
matter. Asa rule it must ‘be taken 
up in sacks by workmen, though 
in some cases lifts can be used for 
the purpose, 


A depth of soil ranging from one 
to two feet is necessary if the 
plants and shrubs are.to do well. 
Spread over any aren this would 
make a tremendous weight, and 
special consideration would have 
to he paid to its distribution. 


The soil thus used must be care- 
fully selected for its ability to re- 
tain moisture. It stands to reason 
that soll fransported at such ex- 
pensg must, 80 to speak, carn its 
keep.’ It must be rich in humous 
and fibrous matter so ‘as to provide 
food for ‘the-planta which. will find 
root init, and should bé suMciently 
retentive of moisture, Trees and 
shrubs growing in the open country 
draw their moisture from the sub- 
soil stored by the rains, but trees 
on roofs have to be watered artli- 
ficinlly, and it is a great help if.the 
soil can hold moisture. 


WIND TO’ BE MET 


Another factor in designing and 
constructing a roof garden is the 
high wind encountered. Large 
trees, in addition to requiring 
nearly n ton of soil to keep them 
alive, also need to be secured by 
stee) cables, if they are to with- 
stand the big wind pressure to be 
found in London at, these high 
levels, i 


The chief enemy of the roof ghr- 
den, however, is unquestionably 
for, In American cities, where 
very little coal is used, the roof 
gardens are perfect riots of colour, 
and many plants are used in their 
construction that would be abso- 
Intely out of the question in Lon- 
don. It. is consoling , to. observe, 
however, that fog in London is 
gradually abating, due probably to 
the decrense in the consumption of 
conl If this Improvement con- 
tines, there is no regson why the 


roof gardens of London could not.

The 
effect of the tar in the fog is to 
choke the breathing pores of the 
leaf, and if the leaf is a fine one, 
ns is the case with most of the 
conifers, the plant is kdiled.

ANTI-PIRACY. 
PATROLS 


The question of the utility of 
the British naval anti-piracy 
patrols in the Bias Bay region 
was raised in a special article 
in yesterday’s 
Telegraph setting forth the cost 
of the Service and its relative 
ineffectiveness under the exist- 
ing scheme of organisation. The 
main facts set out in the article 
were that during a period of 
seyen years the patrols have 
cost well over £20,000; thnt in 
over thirty piracies occurring 
during that time the pirates were 
able to land their loot and eseape 
capture; and that cireumstances 
are such, both in regard to re- 
sistance by pirated vessels and 
in the matter of the vexed ques- 
tion as to when action by patroll- 
ing warships is justified, as to 
throw serious doubt on the value 
of the present service. The 
main item of cost incurred is 
that relating to fuel consump- 
tion, caused by the fact that the 
vessels engaged in the service 


shave to keep up a daily patrol 


over an ecighty-mile area; and it 
is contended, with some show of 
reason, that this money might 
be put to better’ purpose if the 
Patrol ships were to anchor in 
some convenient bay, there to be 


ready for emergency calls when 


they happen to be sent out. The 
distance of Hongkong from the 
extreme limits of the piracy zone 
would) make It imprudent for 
warships assigned to anti-piracy 
work to remain moored in our 
harbour, since the time factor

Power polities or a collective 
pence syste 2? Such are the alier- 
natives facing the world, according 
to Mr. Anthony Eden, Britain’s 


Minister for Lengue of Nations |. 


Affairs, in a striking speech in 
London recently, Mr. Eden did 
not define the phrase “power poll- 
tics,” but he undoubtedly meant it 
to convey condemnation of the use 


| of armed force, or a threat of arm- 


ed force, to gain a political end 
regardiess of the rights either of 
the case in dispute or of other pco- 
ple.. It is on the moral side that 
power politics mninly differs. from 
a collective peace system. For, as 
Mr. Eden indicated, ao collective 
peace system involves building up 
“an overwhelming potential force” 
as “the onty sure defence against 
war.” Tho only practical form in 
which such a system exists to-day, 
he went on, {s the League of Na- 
tions. Membership of that body 
he regards as “n privilege each 
nation should be proud to assume,” 
adding that if any nation fears for 
‘its security, then’ “its best course 
ja to take its place in the League 
and thereby obtain the benefit of 
collective security.” 


OBLIGATIONS 


Mr. [eden’s thesis that there must 
be an overwhelming potential force 
behind the law to restrain any 
potential law-breaker- is an axiom 
that bases every national pollee 
force and civilised government. 
Every citizen has a wider obligation 
than merely to submit himself and 
his own quarrels to proper pro- 
cesses of law, If the sad necessity 
should arise, he is also charged with 
the duty of preventing others from 
secking to be a law unto them- 
selves, Thus it is the collectivity 
of citizens and not’ merely their 
delegates, the police and armed 
forces, who in the last resort are 
responsible for Jaw and order. 
Two questiong’ inevitably arise out 
of Mr. Eden’s call for a collective 
pence system: Is ‘the Lengue pre- 
pared to Hsten to complaints and 
to remedy any that are found to be 
justified? And if so, are the com- 
plainants ready to accept the 
Lengue’s decision if it goes against 
their preconceived ideas of what 
that decision ought to be? To both 
questions, the answer to-day is in 
the negative. This of course does 
not mean that the world’ should sit 
back wringing its hands.and refuse 
to get on with the job of organis- 
ing a collective pence system. On 
the contrary, it is a time for re- 
doubled efforts, for. 1s Mr. Eden 
justly remarks, the only sure way 
of keeping out of a great war is 
“to prevent it.” But to provide 
“overwhelming potential force” on 
the side of peace is only one half 
of war prevention. The other half 
is unerring potential justice for 
every dispute, present and future, 
that disturbs the harmony which 
should be normal in all human rela-

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SUPREME COURT OF TASTE 


At the moment, when France is 
celebrating the  three-hundredth 
anniversary oof her renowned 
Academy, it is not surprising’ that 
the question should have been rais- 
ed whether Britain would not do 
well to establish an ‘institution for 
herself, which, like the Academy, 
would .clect Into membership the 
forty most eminent contemporary 
writers, to act as arbiters of taste: 
and judgment in matters of Jan- 
guage and literature, Tho idea of 
a national Aendemy in England 
is not, Of course, new. A proposal 
for one in London was seriously 
considered in 1616, when Ben Jon- 
son, the dramatist friend of Shake- 
speare, und. Michael Drayton, the 
poct, were suggested us two of the 
original members. But .the, plan 
came to nothing, In the eighteenth 
century academies were set up in 
Soston ound Philadelphia. There 
have also been academies in other 
European countries, but, famous as 
some of them became, none has 
achieved anything like the celebrity 
of the’ great French Academy, 
whose tercentenary is now being 
celebrated. Opponents of 
Academy are fond of insisting that 
many famous writers, including 
Rousseau, Balzac and Molilere, 
never suceceded in guining election 
to it, deducing therefrom that it is 
a conservative and slow-moving 
body. But, as Matthew Arnold 
jong ayo recognised, its services in 
keeping the French Innguage pure 
and logical, largely through its 
great dictionary, and in setting up 
n stundard-of taste and good breed- 
ing, have had an exeellent effect 
upon the general body of French 
literature, preserving it from ex- 
travagance and vulgarity. Whet- 
her the Individualistie Anglo-Saxon 
temperament, which has ° alwnys 
preferred srenius to correctness, Is 
well suited to such an Academy's 
influence {s still another matter.

~ AIR ARMY 


By RUSSELL STANNARD- 
“In the Daily Mail ¢ : 


HIS week is the twenty-first 

anniversary of the first con- 
centration camp of 1 British army 
of the air. 


In June 1914 The Daily Mfail- 


sent me to Salisbury Plain, where, 
in sight of Stonehenge, the scene 
of ancient sacrifice, were the eighty 
ireroplaties, one hundred pilots, and 
about three hundred mechanics, 
who largely constituted, with the 
exception of a small number of 
machines attached to the Navy, our 
sole air force, then known as the 
Royal Flying Corps. : 

These ploncer men and machines, 
brought together for the first time, 
were in numbers grossly inferior to 
the German and French flying ser- 
vices, 

Tho only people in this country 
who thought seriously about the 
imminent possibility of air war- 
fare, and indeed of any kind of 
war involving huge armies in a 
world conflict, were a handful of 
no-called alarmists. The Daily Mail 
then, as now, repeatedly warned the 
nation that our unpreparedness for 
war was u menace to peace, 


Within two months of my visit 
that Httle air force was in France 
and Belgium, flying over the nad- 
vance bodies of.the mightiest army 
the world had ever seen, and that 
nucleus of young British airmen 
avas destined to grow, even while it 
fought, into incomparably the finest 
air power in the world war. When 
pence came it was reduced to a 
position of hopeless inferiority in 
numbers. 

I was received with exceptional 
cordiality, because the newspaper 1 
represented was the only powerful 
advocate the flying ploneers had in 
those days. In command was a 
type of oflicer new: to me—an Eng- 
lish man of science in uniform, 
tall, distinguished, unassuming, 
with the face of a thinker. He was 
thirty years of age. 

In his little tent we discussed the 
possibilities of war in the alr, Jk 
all seemed highly imaginative and 
unreal. There had never been any 
fighting In the air. What would 
happen when two airmen began 
shooting at each other with pistols, 
rifles, machine-guns, or any Weapon 
that, was handiest in those. condi- 
tions?

What would happen when two 
opposing forces met in the air with 
scores of Machines involved? What 
formation’ would ‘they adopt? 


What reliance could corps comman-' 


ders plice on reports and photo- 
graphs of enemy movements 
brought in by the airmen? . 
Nobody knew, 


__When war began on the western, 


front there was, not one acroplane 
fitted with a machine-gun, although 
we had been experimenting, with 
them. When our men met the 
enemy, pilots and observers fired 
away with whatever weapon they 
happened to have, including pistols, 
shotguns, and even hand grenades. 
Likewise the Germans. . 

This oflicer with whom I talked is 
now Major-General. Sir Frederick 
Sykes, Chief of the Alr Staff in 
1918, the following: year Controller- 
General of Civil Aviation, and. sub- 
sequently Governor. of. Bombay. 
He married the daughter of Mr. 
Bonar Law. * 

The rank and file were drawn 
from the skilled « trades—motor 


carpenters; most of them wore fully 
aware that they were taking part 
in ao great military experiment. 
Visiting thoir tents at night I 
found some of thesc working’ out 
now ideas or making model acro- 
planes, I remember that there 
was one ambitious private who was 
busy with on instrument which he 
hoped would register air currents.

I had first-hand experiences of 


our unpreparedness for alr warfare’ 


at home during the first few 
months following August 4, 1914, 
when the bulk of that little band 
of pilots and machines was , in 
France. , 

At an Enst Const port where I 
was stationed I rang up the com- 
mander of a naval air station and 
told him that there was news of 
a. Zeppelin on Its way. The dan- 
gers of attacks from airships were 
not taken seriously by many people. 
What chance would those huge, un- 
wieldy: gzasbags have againat' our 
gunfire and our aeroplanes? 

That commander was not of that 
opinion. Incidentally he was ex- 
tremely obliged to me for ringing 
him up. Agitatedly .. . would I 
please let him have any further 
news? ... . The intelligence or- 
ganisation at this timo’ was so 
limited that The Daily Mail fre- 


iquently had news of the movements 


of enemy aircraft before our own 
authorities could inform the various 
defences. The commander. pro- 
ceeded to tell me In bitter accents 
that he would not be able to do any- 
thing if the Zepp did arrive,
